One  cent  per  ounce,  payable  in  advance  by  postage  stamp,  is 
the  rate  on  printed  circulars,  prices-current,  hand-bills,  and 
other  printed  matter  of  a  like  character ;  and  on  books  bound 
or  unbound,  when  posted  at  a  Canadian  Post  Office,  addressed 
to  any  place  in  Canada,  British  North  America  generally,  or  the 
United  States. 

The  charges  upon  prides-current,  when  addressed  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  is  2  cents  each,  and  must  be  pre-paid  by  post- 
age stamp. 

Po8tcige  Bates  on  certain  Miscellaneous  Matter  patting  xoithin 
the  Vontinion  of  Cqnadth  or  to  and  from  the  United  Statet : — 

1.— Packages  of  seeds,  cuttings,  bul)>6,  roots,  and  scions,  or 
grafts  and  Botanical  siMcimens,  may  bo  posted  in  Cuaada  for 
delivery  within  the  Dominion,  or  to  an  address  within  Uie  United 
States  on  pre-payment  by  postage  stamp  of  a  rate  of  one  cent  per 
ounce ;  and  when  received  iirom  the  United  States,  addressed  to 
any  place  in  Canada,  such  packages  may  be  delivered  on  pay- 
ment, by  the  person  addi^ssed,  of  a  like  rate. 

2.— The  limit  of  weight  for  such  packages  will  be  one  pound. 
No  letter  or  communication  intended  to  serve  the  purpoiro  of  a 
letter  must  be  enclosed  in  them :  and  they  must  be  so  put  up  as 
to  be  easy  of  examination,  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  al- 
leged content?.  If  put  up  in  bags,  the  tmgs  ihust  be  simply  tied 
at  the  neck,  so  as  to  admit  of  Inspectioti  yv^d,  iii,  the  case  of

therein,  on  pre-paymei  .  vhen  posted  in  Canada,  by  postage 
stamp  of  the  ordinary  prfenced^matter  rate  of  one  cent  per  ounce ; 
or  upon  payment  of  that  rate  on  delivery  on  such  matter  when 
received  in  the  mails  from  the  United  States. 

Tran8mission.of  Patterns  of  Merchandise  and  SampSes  between 
Canada  and  the  United  Kinfrdom,  and  certain  otiier  countries :— 

4.— Patterns  of  melrchandise  and  samples  may  be  forwarded 
between  Canada  and  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Denmark, 
Fraacct  Italy*  Belgium,  the  German  States,  Netherlwnds,  Portu- 
gal and  Switieriand*  by  the  Canadian  packet  miUls,  at  book- 
post  rates,  and  sahJect  t»  the  following  conditions : 

A—The  patterns  or  samples  must  not  be  of  any  iiitrinsio  ralue : 
and  this  rule  exclude*  ul  articles  of  a  saleable  nature,  and 
whatevMr  may  have  a  value  of  its  own,  apart  from  its  mere  use 
as  a  pattern ;  nor  must  the  quantity  of  anv  material  or  article, 
sent  as  a  pattern  or  sample,  be  so  great  that  it  could  have  on 
this  ground  an  intrim^c  value. 

On  lhi<  point  an  explanation  in  a  snbsequeni  Departmental 
Order,  appears  aafcMows :  ^ 

B-^it  nas  hitherto  formed  part  of  the  Imperial  Post  Office 
regulations  that  "  tample»  or  patternt  must  not  be  of  intrinnc 
value,**  but  in  consequence  «f  the  difficulty  that  his  been  expe- 
rienced in  determining  what  is,  and  what  is  not,  a  pattern  or 
sample  of  merohandise  of  intrinsic  Taiue,  this  prohibition  has 
been  removed.  «'*/'.  -.-^ 

The  modifioaticn  is  a  veri>«1"ooev  and  will  not  alter  nor  enlarge 
in  any  way,  the  characterof  the  transmissions  permitted  to  pass 
by  pattern  post. 

The  special  prohiUtion  as  to  intrinsic  value  has,  it  is  under- 
stood, been  withdrawn,  not  because  the  question  of  value  will 
not  still  influence  a  decision  as  to  whether  an  article  offercii  for 
transmission  by  pattern  post  is  a  genuine  commercial  sample 
(or  pattwn)  or  not,  but  because  as  a  general  proviso  it  could  not 
well  be  enforced ;  inasmuch  as  every  article  whether  properly  a 
pattern  or  sunple  or  not,  has  necessarily  more  or  less  of  an  in- 
trinsic value,  and  might  be  held  to  be  amenable  to  a  strict  con- 
struction of  this  prohinttofy  clause  in  the  regulation. 

C— The  patterns,  Ac,  must  be  sent  in  covers,  open  at  the  ends, 
po  as  to  be  easy  of  examination.  Samples,  howevet,  (^  seeds, 
drugs,  and  such  like.  Which  cannot  be  sent  in  open  covers,  may 
be  enclosed  in  bags  of  linen  or  other  material,  simply  tied  at  the 
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POST  OFFICE. 


oeok,  or,  provided  that  bags  be  tttttkBpatfiHU  they  maybe  En- 
tirely dosed,  if  they  are  for  delivery  within  the  Umteil  Kingdom. 
Bags,  however,  entirely  closed,  even  though  they  be  transparent, 
must  not  be  used  for  the  transmissioB  of  seedf  to  foreign  part*. 

D-^The  rule  whieh  prcdiibitad  the  tranimiseion  through  the 
post,  as  patterns,  of  articles  of  cutlery,  Ao.,  has  been  rescinded ; 
and  scissors,  knives,  rasors,  forhsf  sleel  pens*  nails,  keys,  watch 
machinery,  metal  tubinfr*  pieoee  of  metal  or  ore.  and  such  like 
articles,  are  now  allowed  to  be  forwarded  by  the  pMt  as  samples, 
provided  Uiey  be  packed  and  guarded  ki  so  seeuro  a  manner  as 
to  afford  complete  protection  to  the  oontents  of  the  mail  bags, 
and  to  the  persons  of  the^oers  of  the  poiiettee.  Such  artiirfes, 
however,  ipust  be  so  packed  that  they  may  be  easily  examined; 
and  it  is  made  a  rule  that  any  pack^  contaiaing  such  articles, 
vrhioh  maybe  founds  be  insulieieaitly.  guardedt  shall  not  be 
forwarded  through  the  post. 

No  packet  of  patterns  or  samples,  ixieted  for  ditliTery  within 
the  Dominion,  must  exceed  24  oi.  in  weight. 

A  paeketiof  pattera  or /samples  seift  to  Frattoeor  Portugal, 
must  not  exceed  18  inches  in  length  and  ID  itiokes  in  widra  or 
depth ;  a  packet  to  any  other  place  Abroad  must  net  exceed  24 
inches  in  length,  or  12  inches  in  breadth  or  d0|itk.i  ..;

Any  infringement  of  the  above  regulations  will  render  the 
packet  liable  to  be  treated  and  ehanged  as  a  letter. 

The  rule  which  forbids  the  transmission  through  the  Post  of 
any  article  likely  to  injure  the  contents  of  the  mail-Dags  will  a^- 
ply  to. patterns  and  samples ;  any  package  transgressing  this 
rule  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Postmaster-Generiij.

Penal  Clawe.—The  Act  contains  the  following  penal  clause : 
To  enclose  a  letter  or  letters,  or  in  writing  intending  to  serve 
the  purpose  of  a  letter,  in  a  parcel  posted  for  the  parcel  post, 
or  to  enclose  a  letter,  or  any  writing,  or  make  any  written  marks 
to  serve  the  purpose  of  a  letter,  or  to  enclose  any  other  thing  in 
a  newspaper,  posted  to  pass  as  a  newspaper,  at  the  rste  of  post- 
age applicable  to  newspapers  (except  in  the  case  of  accounts 
and  receipts  of  newspaper  publishers,  which  are  permitted  to 
pass  folded  within  the  newspapers  sent  by  them  to  their  sub- 
scribers,) is  an  offence  punishable  by  a  penalty  ot  not  less  than 
ten  and  not  exceeding  forty  dollars.

upon  which  they  draw*  together  with  any  other  information  re- 
lating  to  such  issues  as  the  intending  remitters  may  desire. 

Post  OrFiOB  SaviiNOS  Banks. 

The  Post  Office  Sayings  Banks,  established  by  Statute  in  the 
last  Session  ot  Parliament,  commenced  operation  in  Ontario 
and  Quebec  on  the  Ist  April.  18f%. 

2.  The  direct  security  .of  the  Dominion  is  giren  by  the  Statute 
for  all  deposits  made. 

;<  3.  At  each  Sayings  Bank  Post  Office,  the  Sayings  Bank  regu- 
lations may  be  read  by  the  public,  giving  full  information  with 
respect  to  the  mode  of  depositing  and  withdrawing  money,  and 
these  regulations  are  printed  on  the  cover  of  the  Pass  Book  sup- 
plied to  each  depositor. 

4.  Any  person  may  have  a  deposit  account,  and  deposits  are 
reoeived  daily,  during  the  ordinary  hours  of  Post  Office  business, 
of  any  number  of  dollars,  from  $1  up  to  $800,  the  total  amount 
which  can  be  received  from  a  Depositor  in  any  one  year,  except 
in  cases  to  be  specially  authorised  by  the  Postmaster  General. 

5.  The  Postmasters  of  tiie  Savings  Bank  offices  will  act  as 
agents  for  the  receipt  of  the  money  deposited  for  transmission  to 
the  Poetmaster-Gkneral.  and  for  the  Payment  by  the  Post- 
master-Qeneral  of  money  withdrawn  by  df^ositors. 

6.  Each  depositor  is  supplied  with  a  Pass  Book,  and  the  sums 
paid  in  or  withdrawn,  are  entered  therein  by  the  Postmaster 
receiving  or  paying  the  same.  In  addiUoQ,  a  direct  receipt  for 
each  amount  paid  in,  is  sent  to  the  depositor  from  the  Post- 
master-Oeneral,  and  the  Postmaster-General  will  issue  a 
cheque,  payable  at  any  Pott  Office  Savinga  Bank  dt siredi  for 
any  sum  withdrawn. 

7.  Kvery  depositor's  account  is  thus  kept  with  the  Post- 
master-General, and  a  depositor  may  pay  into  hie  or  her  ac- 
count with  the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank,  at  any  of  the  Savinrs 
Bank  Post  Offices  which  at  the  time  may  beat  suit  his  conveni- 
ence, and  exercise  the  same  choice  in  drawing  out  money, 
subject  only  to  the  obligation  of  producing  the  Pass  Book,  m 
proof  of  identity^ whenever  paying  in  or  drawing  out  money. 

8.  Interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per  oent.  per  annum  ia  allowed  on 
deposits  lying  in  the  ordinary  deposit  aocoanlit  out  when  a  de- 
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poiitor  has  $100  depoaitedt  h9  or  she  may  rtquost  th«  Post- 
in  aster-Qeneral  to  transfer  this  sum  to  a  special  aooount.  iind 
will  then  receive  a  Certificate  of  such  special  $]00  deposit,  bear- 
ing interest  at  ^  per  cent,  per  annum. 

9.  Postmasters  are  forbidden  b^  law  to  disclose  the  name  of 
any  depositor,  or  the  amount  ol  any  sum  deposited  or  with- 
drawn. 

10.  No  charge  will  be  made  to  depositors  on  paying  in.  or 
drawing  out  money,  nor  for  postase  on  communications  with 
the  Postmaster-General  in  relation  thereto. 

11.  The  Postmnster-General  will  ho  always  ready  to  receive 
and  attend  to. all  applications,  complaints,  or  other  communi- 
cations addressed  to  him  by  depositors  or  others,  relative  to 
Post  Office  Savings  Bank  matters. 

12.  Additional  Post  Offices  < 'ill,  from  time  to  time,  be  author- 
ized to  act  as  Savings  Bank  &j:«>Qcios.

The  Fair  Market  Value  for  Duty  of  Ggoda  imported  into 
Canada,  shall  be  the  fair  market  value  <»  suohi^KHls  in  the 
usual  and  ordinary  commercial  acceptation  of  the  term  at  the 
usual  and  ordinary  credit,  and  not  the  cash  value  of  such  goods, 
except  in  cases  in  which  the  article  imported  is  by  universal 
usage  considered  and  kuowu  to  be  a  cash  article,  and  so  bona 
fide  |)aid  for  in  all  tr^uisactions  in  relation  tO:  such  article,  and 
no  discounta  for  cash  shall  in  any  case  be  allowed  in  deduction 
of  the  fair  market, valuo  as  herein  above  defined;  and  all  in- 
voices representing  cash  values,  except  in  the  special  cases 
herein  above  referred  to,  shall  be  subject  to  such  additions  as 
the  GolUctor  or  AiHPraiser  of  the  Port  at  whloh  they  are  pre- 
sented, may  appear  just  and  reasonable  to  bring  up  the  amount 
to  the  true  and  fair  market  value  as  required  by  this  section. 

Packages  delivered  before  Examination,-^A\\  the  packages 
mentioned  in  any  one  Entr}\  although  most  of  such  packages 
may  have  been  delivered  to  the  importer,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  Customs  authorities  of  the  port  at  whl  }b  they  are 
entered,  until  such  of  tne  packages  as  have  been  sent  for  ex- 
amination to  the  Exapiining  Warehouse,  shall  have  bee  a  duly. 
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examined  and  approved,  provided  such  examination  take  place 
within  three  days  after  the  delivery  of  the  package  or  packages 
into  the  Examining  Warehouse,  and  after  twenty-four  hours' 
notice  by  the  importer  to  the  collector ;  and  a  bond  shall  be 
given  by  the  importer  conditioned  that  the  packages  so  delivered 
shall  not  be  opened  or  unpacked  before  the  package  or  packages 
sent  to  the  Examinin|r  Warehouse,  shall  have  been  examined 
and  passed  as  aforesaid,  provided  they  are  examined  within  the 
delay  aforesaid ;  and  the  packages  so  delivered,  or  the  goods  if 
lawfully  unpacked,  shall,  if  required  by  the  Collector  of  Cus- 
toms, be  returned  to  the  Custom  House,  within  such  delay  as 
may  be  mentioned  in  the  bond  under  a  forfeiture  of  the  penalty 
of  such  bond ;  provided  that  the  Collector  shall  use  due  diligence 
in  causing  such  examination  to  be  made,  and  may  if  he  sees  no 
objection,  permit  the  remaining  packages  to  be  opened  and  un- 
packed, as  soon  as  those  sent  to  the  Warehouse  have  been  ex- 
amined and  approved. 

Collectors  to  File  Invoices.— The  Collector  of  Customs,  at  all 
the  ports  in  Canada  shall  retain  and  put  on  file,  after  duly  stamp- 
ing the  same,  all  invoices  of  goods  imported  at  such  ports  respec- 
tively, of  which  invoices  they  shall  give  certified  copies  or  ex- 
tracts, whenever  called  upon  so  to  do  by  the  importer,  and  such 
copies  or  extracts  so  duly  certified  by  the  Collector  or  other  pro- 
per officer,  and  bearing  the  Stamp  of  the  Custom  House  at  which 
they  are  filed,  shall  be  considered  and  received  as  authentic, 
and  the  Collector  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  for  each  certificate 
a  fee  of  fifty  cents,  before  delivering  the  same. 


COASTING  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  DOMINION. 
Sanctioned  by  Order  in  Council  28f  A  of  Jviy^  1868. 

1.  Vessels  and  Boats  employed  solely  in  the  transport  of  Goods 
or  Passengers  from  one  Port  or  place  to  another  Port  or  place 
within  the  limits  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  enga^d  in  the  Coasting  Trade,  and  shall  be  oubject  to  the 
Regulations  governing  the  sama. 

2.  None  but  Britisn  registered  Vessels  and  Boats,  wholly 
owned  by  British  subjects,  can  lawfully  be  engaged  in  the  Coast- 
ing Trade  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  the  name  of  such 
Vessels  or  Boats  and  the  names  of  their  Ports  of  Registry,  shall 
be  distinctly  painted  on  the  stem  of  the  said  Vessels  or  Boats, 

3.  Such  Vessels  and  Boats,  may,  without  beirg  subject  to  en- 
try, or  clearance  as  required  by  law,  for  Vessels  trading  between 
Ports  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  as  well  as  wi'^'x  I  oreign  Ports, 
carry  goods,  the  produce  of  Canada,  or  goods  duty  free,  or  goods 
duty  paid,  or  passengers  from  any  Ports  or  places  in  the  Pro- 
vinces of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  to  any  other  Ports  or  places  in 
the  said  Provinces,  or  firom  any  Ports  or  places  in  the  Province 
of  New  Brunswick,  to  any  other  Ports  or  places  in  tiie  said  Pro- 
vince, or  from  any  Ports  or  places  in  the  Provinoe  of  Nova  Scotia, 
to  any  other  Porta  or  places  in  the  said  Province,  provided  al- 
ways that  the  owners  or  masters  of  such  Vessels  or  Boats  shall 
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take  out  a  license  for  the  season  for  that  purpose  from  a  Collec- 
tor of  Customs  in  Canada,  and  that  the  owners  or  masters  in 
taking  out  the  ?aid  License  shall  enter  into  Bonds  of  $500  con- 
ditioned that  such  Vessels  or  Boats  shall  not  be  employed  in  the 
Foreign  Trade,  and  provided  also  that  the  master  of  every  such 
Vessel  or  Boat  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  a  Cai-go  Book  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  Customs  Department  to  be  registered 
by  the  Collector  of  Customs  who  granted  the  License,  in  which 
book  shall  be  entered  at  the  Port  of  Lading,  an  account  of  all 
goods  taken  on  board  of  such  Vessel  or  Boat,  stating  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  packages,  the  quantities,  the  descriptions  find  values 
of  the  goods  therein,  as  also  of  the  goods  stowed  loose,  and  the 
names  of  the  respective  Shippers  and  Consignees,  as  far  as  any 
of  such  particulars  shall  be  known  to  him  .  and  at  the  port  of 
discharge  shall  bo  entered  in  the  said  Cargo  Book  the  respective 
days  upon  which  any  such  goods  shall  be  delivered  out  of  such 
Vessel  and  also  the  respective  times  of  departure  from  the  Port 
of  lading  and  of  arrival  at  the  Port  of  unlading. 

4.  The  master  of  any  such  Vessel  or  Boat  shall  produce  his 
License  and  Cargo  Book  to  any  Officer  of  Customs,  whenever 
the  same  shall  be  demanded,  and  answer  all  questions  put  to 
him^  and  such  Officer  of  Customs  shall  be  at  liberty  to  note  any 
remark  on  the  Cargo  Book  which  he  may  deem  proper;  and 
if  the  Cargo  Book  shall  not  be  kept  in  the  manner  hereby  re- 
quired, and  the  particulars  of  all  cargo  laden  and  unladen,  duly 
noted  therein,  the  floods  and  vessel  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the 
master  shall  incur  the  penalty  of  $100. 

5.  Before  any  coasting  vessel  or  boat  shall  depart  from  any 
Port  of  lading  in  any  one  of  the  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  for  any  other  Poi  t  in  the  said  Dominion,  not  in  the  said 
Province  of  departure,  an  account  or  report  with  a  duplicate 
thereof,  in  t^«  form  r.r  to  the  effect  following,  and  signed  by  the 
Master,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Collector,  who  shall  retain  the 
duplicate  and  return  the  original  account  or  report  dated  and 
signed  by  him;  and  euoh  account  or  report  shall  be  the  clear- 
ance of  the  Vessel  or  Boat  for  the  voyage  and  the  tr^insire  or 
pass  for  the  goods  expressed  therein,  except  for  goods  under 
Bond  or  goods  liable  to  Excise  or  Internal  Revenue  da^,  which 
shall  require  the  entries  and  warrants  for  landing  to  be  signed 
by  the  proper  officers  as  required  by  Law,  and  if  any  such  ac- 
count or  report  be  false,  the  Master  who  signed  it  shall  forfeit 
the  sum  of  $100.

6.  Within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  arrival  of  any  eoasting 
vessel  or  boat  at  the  Port  of  discharge,  which  reouires  Atrantire 
as  above  described,  and  before  any  goods  shall  Be  unladen,  the 
tratuire  with  the  namd  of  the  place  or  wharf  where  the  landing 
is  to  be  discharged,  acted  thereon,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  col- 
lector, who  bhaU  note  thereon  the  date  of  the  delivery ;  and  if 
any  of  the  goods  on  poard  such  coasting  vessel  or  boat  shall  be 
subject  to  any  customs  duty  the  same  shall  not  be  unladen  until 
due  entry  has  been  made  at  the  Custom  House  and  a  warrant 
granted  for  the  landing  thereof;  and  if  any  of  the  floods  on  board 
such  vessel  or  boat  be  subject  to  any  duty  of  Excise  or  Internal 
Revenue  the  same  shall  not  be  unladen  without  the  authority 
or  permission  of  the  proper  officer  of  excise ;  but  no  entry  shall 
be  required  at  the  Custom  House  for  any  goods  brought  coastwise 
the  produce  of  Canada  or  goods  on  which  the  dutiesj  whether  of 
Customs  or  Excise,  have  already  been  paid  or  which  are  duty 
free. 

7.  Vessels  and  Boats  employed  in  the  Coasting  Trade  and  that 
shall  not  have  taken  out  a  License  for  canying  goods  and  ob- 
tained a  Cargo  Book  as  above  provided,  shall  report  inwards 
and  outwards  9t  the  nearest  port  to  their  place  of  arrival  or  des- 
tination imi  re^Tiire  clearances  whenever  they  depart  from  any 
port  or  pla  'e  within  th^^  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  in  default,  of 
their  so  reporting  the  rekaol  or  cargo,  the  Master  shall  in  such 
oases  be  subject  to  the  penalty  of  $100 for  departing  and  arriving 
without  due  entry  inwards  or  outwaids  as  the  case  may  be; 
provided  tliat  when  a  vessel  shall  sail  from  any  place  where  there 
IS  no  Custom  House,  or  officer  of  Customs,  it  snail  be  sufficient 
for  the  carrying  out  of  this  regulation  that  the  owner  or  Master 
of  such  vessel  do,  as  soon  afterwards  as  possible,  forward  to  the 
nearest  Custom  House  a  similar  report  in  duplicate,  or  lodge  the 
same  at  the  first  Port  at  which  he  shall  touch  where  there  is  a 
Custom  House  officer. 
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8.  Goods  under  a  removal  Bond  from  oae  Canadian  Port  to 
another  Canadian  Port,  may  be  carried  in  any  British  regis- 
tered vessel  or  boat,  trading  Coastwise  with  a  proper  License 
and  Cargo  Book  upon  such  goods  being  properl^r  entered  in  the 
Cargo  Book  and  in  the  account  or  Transire^  in  duplicate,  the 
Collector  at  Uie  Port  from  which  such  goods  are  removed,  being 
required  to  forward  by  Mail,  to  the  Collector  of  the  Port  for 
which  the  goods  are  destined,  all  the  particulars  and  descrip- 
tion of  the  goods  so  forwarded,  and  the  Packages  shall  be  pro- 
perly marked  in  Red  as  now  j[>rovided,  but  no  goods  under  Bond 
shall  be  carried  in  any  Coastmg  Vessel  or  Boat  until  the  Master 
has  delivered  an  account  in  duplicate  or  transire  to  the  Col- 
lector of  Customs  at  the  Port  of  lading. 

9.  No  Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat  to  touch  at  any  Foreign  Port 
unless  forced  by  unavoidable  circumstances,  and  the  master  of 
any  Coasting  vessel  or  boat  which  has  touched  at  any  Foreign 
Port,  shall  declare  the  same  in  writing  under  his  own  hand,  to 
the  Collector  or  other  pro(>er  officer  of  Customs  at  the  Port  or 
Place  in  Canada  where  his  vessel  or  boat  afterwards  first  ar- 
rives, under  a  penalty  of  SIOO. 

10.  If  any  goods  are  unshipped  from  any  vessel  or  boat  ar- 
riving coastwise,  or  unshipped,  or  water  borne  to  be  shipped  to 
be  carried  coastwise  on  Sundays  or  Holidays,  or  unless  in  the 
presence,  or  with  the  authority  of  the  proper  Officer  of  Customs, 
or  unless  at  such  times  and  pla-ces  as  shall  be  appointed  and 
approved  by  him  for  that  purpose;  the  same  shall  oe  forfeited 
and  the  Master  of  the  vessel  or  boat  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of 
$100. 

11.  Officers  of  Customs  may  board  any  Coasting  Vessel  or 
Boat  in  any  Port  or  Place,  and  at  any  period  of  the  rovage 
search  her  and  examine  all  goods  on  board,  and  demand  all  the 

'ocuments  which  ought  to  be  on  board;  and  the  Collector  may 
require  such  documents  to  be  brought  to  him  for  inspection. 

12.  No  Fi&hing  Boat,  or  boat  used  in  Ferrying,  under  15  tons 
burthen,  shall,  except  by  special  license  or  permission,  carry 
any  goods  from  a  Foreign  Country,  which  are  liable  to  duty, 
under  pain  of  seieure,  unless  the  same  (in  the  case  of  Ferry 
Boats)  DC  for  the  sole  use  of  some  passenger  then  on  board. 

18.  No  goods  can  be  carried  in  any  Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat, 
except  such  as  are  laden  to  be  so  carried  at  some  port  or  place 
in  Canada,  and  no  goods  shall  be  taken  into  or  put  out  of  any 
Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat  while  on  her  voyage,  by  River,  Lake  or 
Sea. 

14.  The  Transire  Coastwise  required  by  these  regulations  may 
in  the  case  of  any  steam  vessel  carrying  a  Purser,  be  signed  by 
such  Purser  with  the  like  effect  in  ail  respects,  and  sul]|ject  to 
the  like  penalty  on  the  Purser,  and  the  like  forfeiture  of  the 
goods,  in  case  of  any  untrue  statement  in  the  transire,  as 
if  the  transire  was  signed  by  the  Master;  and  the  word  Master 
for  the  purposes  of  these  regulations  shall  be  construed  as  in- 
cluding the  Purser  of  any  steam  vessel ;  but  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  preclude  the  Collector  or  proper  officer  of  Customs
